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FOREWORD. 



It has long been apparent that a descriptive catalogue of the 
important varieties of grapes grown in California, would be of great 
assistance to the County Horticultural Commissioners and their inspec- 
tors in the proper enforcement of the California Fruit and Vegetable 
Standardization Act. The development of the commercial shipping 
point inspection service by the State Department of Agriculture, in 
cooperation with the United States Bureau of Markets and Crop Esti- 
mates, has made the need for' such a publication more pressing, for 
with the high prices which have prevailed on certain varieties of 
grapes during the past few seasons, it is absolutely imperative in matters 
of contract between buyer and seller that the variety of the grape be 
positively identified on the certificate of inspection issued by this 
Department. 

This publication, therefore, is presented by the Bureau of Standardi- 
zation and the Viticultural Service in the hope that it will assist those 
interested in the industry, whether they be growers, shippers, buyers 
or officials, to properly identify grapes as to variety.

DESCRIPTIVE CATALOGUE OF CALIFORNIA GRAPES. 

INTRODUCTION. 

The subject matter in this descriptive catalogue of California grapes 
has been drawn from all sources of available information and from 
personal investigation and experience. Nevertheless it has not been 
possible to make the work as complete as might be desired. It is 
believed, however, that the catalogue includes descriptions of practically 
all grape varieties of commercial importance grown in California and 
it is hoped that the Department of Agriculture will be able to add to 
the work from time to time. 

The grapes have been classified largely as to color and principal uses 
to which they may be put, such as white or black wine grapes, white, 
red and black table grapes. It should, of course, be borne in mind 
thai in classifying grapes as to color, considerable variation exists 
between different localities on account of crop, soil and climatic con- 
ditions. The descriptions of necessity are brief, but it has been the 
aim to give the important characteristics of every variety with par- 
ticular reference to the period of ripening, color of fruit, character 
of cluster, berry and growth. 

The material presented in this publication has been compiled by 
Gordon B. Laing of the Bureau of Standardization and R. L. Nougaret 
of the Viti cultural Service of this Department. Considerable data 
have been secured from the *'Ampelographie" of P. Viala and 
V. Vermorel. Thinks are due Elmer Snyder, Assistant Pomologiist of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, for his most valuable assistance 
and criticism of the entire compilation. 

DEFINITIONS OF TERMS. 

The terms used in this publication are defined as follows : 
Period of Ripening — 
Early: Commences with the ripening of the Panariti and extends 

to include that of the Thompson Seedless. 
Midseason : Commences with the ripening of the Malaga and extends 

to include that of the Flame Tokay. 
Late : Commences with the ripening of the Cornichon and extends to 
include that of the Ohanez. 
Peduncle: The large, main stem by which the cluster of grapes is 

attached to the cane. 
Pedicel : The capstem, so called, or the small stem by which the berry 

is attached to the cluster. 
Brush : The portion of fibrous flesh that remains attached to the pedicel 

when the berry is detached. 
Size: Small, Medium and Large are used to designate the size of the 
berries, but in the application of these terms wine grapes are con- 
sidered in one class and table grapes in another, for it is evident 
that what would be considered large for a wine grape would not be 
large for a table grape. 
Leaves: In selecting leaves for observation, pick fully matured leaves 
from the third to tenth nodes of cane, counting from the base.

OHANEZ. (Name of origin Ohanez; Syn. Almeria.) White table 
grape; late. 

Color : Yellowish-green. 

Cluster: Medium to large, often short and of irregular com- 
pactness. 
Peduncle, long, thick, reddish at point of attachment to 

cane, very hard but brittle, pale green color. 
Pedicel, rather short, thick, large cap. 
Brush, voluminous. 
Berry: Medium to large, oblong, flattened and depressed at 

blossom end, firm and crackly. 
Orowth: Tips, slightly reddish. Leaves, large, green, smooth, 

slightly five-cleft. 



OLIVETTE BLANCHE. White table grape ; late. 

Color : Yellowish-green with amber cheeks, fair bloom. 
Cluster : Large, tapering, fairly compact. 
Berry : Large, elliptical, very firm. 

Orowth : Tips, light green. Leaves, large, light green, smooth, five 

deep clefts. 



OLIVETTE DE VENDEiaAN. White table grape ; late. 

Color : Green with white bloom. 
Cluster: Large, tapering, loose, straggly. 
Berry: Large, oval, firm, not very sweet. 

Orowth: Tips, light green. Leaves, medium size, green, smooth, 

five-cleft. 
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OLIVETTE NOIR. (See Cornichon.) 



PALOMINO. (Possible name of origin Listan Ladrenado.) Mis- 
named Golden Chasselas.) White wine grape; midseason. 

Color : Pale green with yellowish tinge. 
Cluster: Large, tapering, fairly compact, shouldered. 
Berry : Round, sometimes flattened, fairly firm. 
Growth: Tips, cream color. Leaves, large, dark green, thick, 

crinkly, hairy on the under side, five-cleft.

PANABITL (Name of origin Corinthe Noir. Syn. Black Zante, 
Black Currant.) Black table and raisin grape ; early. 

Color : Black. 

Cluster: Small, cylindrical, compact, with main shoulder formed 

by well-detached cluster. 
Peduncle, long, green, meaty, lignified at maturity. 
Pedicel, slender, stringy, breaks easily, cap is thin and 

flattened with dried stamens adhering. 
Brush, greenish with nuclei of two abortive seeds. 
Berry: Very small, round. Juice, abundant, colorless, very 

sweet, characteristically acid. 
Growth : Tips, reddish. Leaves, medium size, dark green, slightly 

hairy on under side, five-cleft. 



PEDRO IQMENES. White wine grape ; midseason. 

Color : Translucent green to golden at maturity. 
Cluster : Small to medium size, medium compact. 
Berry : Medium size, round, soft. 

Growth : Tips, whitish. Leaves, small to medium, hairy on under 

side, five deep clefts. 

(NOTB. — ^Whlte and pink varieties very similar in all respects to the above, except 
a somewhat larger bunch and berry.) 
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PETIT-BOUSOHET. Black wine grape ; midseason. 

Color : Black, with thick bloom. 

Cluster: Medium size, but smaller than the Alicante-Bouschet 

cluster ; conical, obtuse at top, fairly compact. 
Peduncle, rather short, swollen and woody with flattened 
swelling stained a reddish color at point of attachment 
to cane. 
Pedicel, long, rather tough, purplish-red color, large 

conical, warty cap. 
Brush, short, stout and highly colored. 
Berry : Medium size, round and firm. Juice, abundant, dark red 

color, sweet acid flavor. 
Growth: Tips, reddish. Shoots, striped red. Leaves, medium 

size, dark green, slightly deeper cleft than the leaf of 
the Alicante-Bouschet. 



PETITE SIBAH. (Name of origin Syrah; Syn. Serine.) Black wine 
grape; midseason. 

Color: Black with abundant bloom. 

Cluster : Medium size, long, tapering, cylindrical, medium compact. 
Peduncle, long, rather thick, light green and herbaceous. 
Pedicel, somewhat long and thinner at point of attach- 
ment at point of peduncle. 
Berry : Small to medium size, oval, firm. 

Growth: Tip, slightly reddish. Leaves, green, irregular in size, 

smooth, distinctly five-cleft. 



PIERCE. (Pierce Isabella, Isabella Regia, California Concord.) 
Black table grape; midseason. 

Color : Black. 

Cluster: Large, medium length, cylindrical, variable in compact- 
ness. 
Peduncle, short to medium length, thick. 
Pedicel, variable in length, slender, almost smooth, large 

cap. 
Brush, long, yellowish-green. 
Berry: Very large, round, not firm; ripens unevenly. Juice, 

fairly abundant, strongly aromatic. 



PIERCE ISABELLA. (See Pierce.) 
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PIMENT. (True name of origin.) Red table grape; late. 

Color: Most berries have a pink color, few remain greenish on 

one side. Abundant bloom. 

Cluster: Very large, ramified and long, tapering, very loose and 

irregular. 
Peduncle, long, green, fairly thick, nonlignified. 
Pedicel, long, slender, pronounced cap with large, flat 

base. 
Brush, slender, long and pink tinted. 

Berry : Very large, oval, fairly regular in shape but irregular in 

size. 

Growth ; Tips, slightly reddish. Leaves, large, green, smooth, five- 
deft. 



PINK THOMPSON SEEDLESS. (See note under Thompson Seed- 
less.) 



PIZZUTELLO DI ROMA. (True Cornichon Type. Name of origin 
Comichon Blanc.) White table grape; early. 

Color : Dull white, changing to pale yellow at maturity, abundant 

bloom. 

Cluster : Medium size, tapering, fairly compact, irregular. 
Peduncle, long, slender, pink, not lignified. 
Pedicel, long,, rather thick, with pronounced warty cap. 
Brush, greenish-white. 

Berry: Medium size, irregular in shape, usually falcate, firm. 

The shape of this berry is similar to a pickle which 
the French call ** cornichon." 

Growth : Tips, light green color. Leaves, medium size. 



PIZZUTELLO NERO. (This grape has many of the characteristics 
of the Pizzutello di Roma, varying only as to color which is 
black covered with a heavy bloom.) 
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PRUNE DE CAZOULS. (Not definitely identified as to origin.) 
Black table grape; late. 

Color : Black to maroon. 
Cluster : Medium to large, loose. 

Berry: Large, prune shape or oblong, varying greatly on the 

same bunch. 



PURPLE DAMASCUS. (Probable name of origin Ribier.) Black 
table grape; midseason. 

Color : Blue black, with abundant bloom. 

Cluster: Large, irregular in shape, mostly cylindrical, loose, 

shouldered. 
Berry : Very large, oval to oblong, flattened on end, firm. 
Growth : Tips, reddish. Leaves, medium size, dark green, slightly 

hairy on under side, slightly five-cleft. 



RIESLING. White wine grape; early. 

Color: Light yellow, streaked with green, apparent black specks; 

transparent at complete maturity and tinted with 
brownish-red, grayish bloom. 

Cluster: Small, compact, cylindrical, shouldered with small sepa- 
rate clusters of varying size. 
Peduncle, short, thick, woody, light green, tinted red. 
Pedicel, short, thick, brown, warty cap. 

Berry : Small, round. Juice, somewhat tart with a fine aromatic 

flavor peculiar to this variety. 

Growth: Tips, light cream color. Leaves, medium size, dark 

green, five-cleft. 



ROSAEI. (True name of origin.) White table grape; midseason. 

Color: Golden white with abundant bloom. 
Cluster: Large, conical, ramified. 

Peduncle, somewhat thick and lignified at point of attach- 
ment to cane. 
Pedicel, thick, green and of medium length. Cap large 

and warty. 
Brush, large and colorless. 
Berry ; Large, slightly oval, irregular in size. 
Growth: LeoA^es, medium size, dark green, smooth, edges slightly 

curled under, slightly five-cleft. 
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ROSE DE FALLOUX. (See Chasselas Bose.) 



ROSE OP PERU. (Erroneously called Black Prince.) Black table 
grape ; early to mid^eason. 

Color : Reddish black. 

Cluster: Large, tapering, compact, shouldered. 

Berry : Large, round, slightly flattened, firm, quite juicy. 

Growth : Tips, slightly reddish. Shoots, striped reddish. Leaves, 

medium size, green, slightly hairy on under side, 
slightly five-cleft. 



SAUVIGNON. White wine grape; midseason. 

Color : Whitish amber, speckled black. 

Cluster : Small, short, cylindrical, loose. 
Peduncle, short. 
Pedicel, short. 

Berry : Small, round, crisp. ^ 

Growth: Tips, reddish. Shoots, quite red. Leaves, medium size, 

dark green, very slightly hairy on under side, slightly 
five-cleft. 



SEIBEL (Sibelle). 

There are many different Seibel hybrids, each known and desig- 
nated by a number. Not of commercial importance in California. 



SEHQIiLON. White wine grape; late. 

Color: Green. 

Cluster: Medium size, cylindrical, loose to fairly compact. 

Berry: Medium size, round, soft, juicy. 

Growth: Tips and young leaves are reddish. Leaves, medium 

size, dark green, thick, slightly hairy on under side, 
slightly five-cleft. 
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SERINE. (See Petite Sirah.) 



SERVIAN BLUE. (See Gros Colman.) 



SNOW'S MUSCAT HAMBURG. (See Muscat Hamburg.) 



SULTANA. White table and raisin grape ; early. 

Color : Greenish-yellow. 

Cluster: Large, long, cylindrical with pronounced shoulders, 

usually compact. 

Berry : Small, round, firm and seedless. Juice, very sweet with 

slight acid flavor.^ 

Growth : Tips, light green. Leaves, medium size, light green, five 

clefts. 



SULTANINA. (See Thompson Seedless.) 



SWEETWATER. (See Golden Chasselas.) 



SYRAH. (See Petite Sirah.) 
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THOMPSON SEEDLESS. (Name of origin Sultanina. Syn. Kech- 
mish Jaune.) White table and raisin grape; early. 

Color: Yellowish-green, golden at maturity, slight bloom. 

Cluster: Medium to large, long, tapering, variable as to com- 
pactness. 
Peduncle, medium length, not lignified. 
Pedicel, slender, medium length, cap not pronounced. 
Brush, short and colorless. 

Berry : Small, oblong, slightly flattened at the end, seedless. 

Growth: Tips, light green. Leaves, medium size, light green, 

smooth, three deep clefts and two of varying distinct- 
ness. 

(Note. — The Pink Thompson, name of origin Sultanina Rose, possesses charac- 
teristics similar to the above except that the color is a light pink.) 



TBAMINEB. White wine grape; late. 

Color : Green. 

Cluster: Medium size, tapering, fairly compact. 

Berry : Medium size, round, juicy, not firm. 

Growth: Tips and shoots, reddish. Leaves, large, dark green, 

hairy on under side, five deep clefts. 



VEBDAL. (Name of origin Aspiran Blanc.) The name is probably 
derived from a similar grape, having a pinkish hue called the 
Aspiran Verdal. White table grape ; late. 

Color: Yellowish-green, abundant bloom which is more pro- 
nounced than in the case of the Bicane variety. 

Cluster : Large, sometimes slightly shouldered, slightly compact. 

Berry: Large, round, crisp. 

Growth: Tips, light green. Leaves, medium size, light green, 

crinkled, hairy on under side, five deep clefts. 



WHITE HANEPOOT. (See Muscat of Alexandria.)

ZABALKANSKI. (Name of origin Zabalkanskoi.) Bed table 
grape; late. 

Color: Whitish-pink. Many berries remain green. 

Cluster: Large to very large, tapering, prominently shouldered, 

loose. 
Pedunde, ramified, long, slender, green and nonlignified. 
Pedicel, very long, often slender at point of attachment 

to peduncle. Cap large, elongated and very warty and 

green. 
Brush, small, green and hard to separate from berry. 

Berry : Large to very large, irregular in form and size, usually 

pendant shaped, very firm.

ZANTE OXTBRANT. (See Panariti.) 



ZINFANDEL. Black wine grape ; early. 

Color: Black, blue bloom. 

Cluster : Medium size, cylindrical, compact, shouldered. 

Berry : Medium size, round to oval, ripens unevenly. 

Growth: Tips, reddish. Leaves, medium size, dark green, hairy 

on under side, five deep clefts.
